these are necessary. If this cannot 
be done and if the conditions or 
requirements rule out a dispro- 
portionate number of Coloured 
applicants, the employer will be 
guilty of racial discrimination. 

This innovation is only a short 
step away from the quota system 
as operated in the United States. 
Under this system Coloured minority 
groups must be employed in any 
business or educational establish- 
ment in the same proportion as 
they comprise the total population 
of the area. In other words, if 25% 
of the population of an area is 
Coloured then 25% of the teachers, 
doctors, business employees and 
so on, in this area must also be 
Coloured. 

This policy invariably results in 
Coloureds occupying jobs in place 
of better-qualified White people. 
The latter are either sacked or denied 
jobs. Since no suitable Coloured 
applicants are available in many 
cases, this results in jobs simply 
being left vacant, with eminently 
qualified White workers being 
consigned to the dole queues. 

Even under the ‘British’ system 
an unfair advantage will be given to 
Coloureds; British employers will 
be forced to justify — in the courts 
— the rejection of every non-White 
applicant. This amounts to discrim- 
ination against the White British 
People in their own country.

Despite 
being in existence for only two 
months the National Party mounted 
an impressive campaign, distributing 
election addresses to every house- 
hold and canvassing a large number. 

The National Party vote would 
have undoubtedly been much higher 
still were it not for the intervention 
of the National Front organisation, 
which muscled in to split and 
confuse the British Nationalist vote 
after the National Party had already 
declared its intention of fighting 
the seat.

FOLLOWING the Young Liberals’ declaration of support for 
the Palestinian cause, the Joseph Rowntree Social Services 
Trust has decided to terminate its financial support for the 
Liberal Party, which it has aided to the tune of £50,000 a 


year. 

The Trust has for some time 
been a fountain of funds for a wide 
range of political organisations, 
including the Labour Party, PEST 
(part of the Tory Party), the Alliance 
Party, the Northern Ireland Labour 
Party and the Northern Ireland 
Social Democratic Labour Party. In 
fact, the Trust has played a prom- 
inent role in Northern Ireland, not 
just by donating large sums of 
money to the various anti-Loyalist 
parties. but by providing a go- 
between in ‘peace’ (i.e. British 
surrender) negotiations. In January 
1975, the Rowntree Trust secretary 
Pratap Chitnis — an Asiatic — paid a 
visit to Belfast to take messages 
between Andy Tyrie of the U.D.A., 
Seamus Loughran; a prominent 
Provisional, Glenn Barr also of the 
U.D.A. and a senior civil servant of 
the Rees junta. 

However, it would seem that the 
Trust is not so dedicated to love 
and peace as would first appear, for 
some years ago a handsome donation 
was made to African guerillas in the 
form of the Committee for Freedom 
in Angola, Mozambique and Guinea. 
(The Committee is represented in 
London by Lord Tony Gifford, the 
Left-wing’s legal whizz-kid, who has 
defended a wide range of way-out 
Leftists, but recently came unstuck 
when he attempted to prosecute a 
prominent Hackney Nationalist.) 

The Trust has also made donations 
from time to time to Amnesty 
International, the Golborne Neigh- 
bourhood Council, the Joint Council 
for the Welfare of Immigrants, the 
National Coincil for Civil T iberties.

The most striking aspect of the 
Rowntree Trust is its very close 
ties with the media, particularly 
the publishing trade.

WHAT THE REDS 


ASIANS “NOT 
RICH ENOUGH” 


A NEW REPORT by the Community 
Relations Commission complains 
that after being in Britain for more 
than three years the Ugandan Asian 
refugees are still mainly at the 
bottom of the social scale. Mark 
Bonham Carter, the CRC’s Chairman, 
commented: “While a number of 
East African Asians are doing 


noticeably well, the overall picture 
is a good deal less satisfactory”. 


One of the reasons advanced for 
the alledged poverty of the Ugandan 


Asians is that half the families have 
elderly, sick or disabled dependents

WHAT THE REDS 
REALLY FEAR 


THE extract which we have reproduced from Red Weekly, 
paper of the International Marxist Group, reveals how the 
Communists fear the way in which Nationalism is building a 
base amongst ordinary working people.

TWO WAR HEROES WHO 
OPPOSED THE RED

TWO famous World War II generals 
died in March on the same day: one 
was Lord Montgomery of Alamein 


‘who was 88, the other was General 


S. Kapanski who was 80. 

Montgomery was a man of 
sincerity and wit who made a point 
of getting to know his troops. He 
was not only the most important 
British general of the Second World 
War, but he was a person of vision 
who realized the implications for 
peace of the way in which the war 
was conducted. 

In his book, A History of 
Warfare, he wrote: “I... urged that 
the Allied forces should be concen- 
trated for a thrust in overwhelming 
strength, first to seize the Ruhr and 
then to move on Berlin: the political 
heart of Germany . . . But the 
Americans considered such a policy 
to be militarily risky and politically 
unnecessary. Roosevelt was not 
alarmed at the idea of Russian 
forces overrunning eastern Europe.” 

General S. Kapanski was Com- 
mander of the Polish Carpathian 
Brigade which fought at Tobruk 
and in Italy where it took Monte 
Casino. 

At the end of the War he was 
Chief-of-Staff of all Polish forces in 
London and became Inspector 
General of the Polish Resettlement 
Corps. 

Kapanski was disgusted with the 
betrayal of Poland by the Allies 
who allowed the Communists to 
take it over. 

These two war heroes should be 
remembered not only for their 
military abilities but for their politi- 
cal foresight and judgment — 
qualities which were so obviously 
lacking in the contemporary 
politicians they had to work with. 


COMMON MARKET 
FORCES UP DAIRY 
PRICES 
WE pointed out in January that the 
Common Market’s Common Agri- 
cultural Policy would double the 
price of dairy produce in Britain. 
This prediction is already well on 


| the way to being fulfilled. 


The Common Market’s annual 
farm price review agreed at the 
beginning of March will add 1p to 
the cost of a pint of milk, between 
4p and 6p to the cost of a pound of 
cheese, and 8p to the cost of a 
pound of butter. 

Beef prices are also likely to 
suffer a further rise as a result of 
the Common Market agricultural 
talks. Up to 1,000 tons of Ulster 
beef is being withheld from butchers 
every week and put in cold storage. 
This represents 5 per cent of Britain’s 
average weekly beef consumption. 

Those who voted for Britain to 
stay in the Common Market have 
only themselves to blame for the 
rising price they have to pay for 
dairy produce. 


MONKEY NUTS 


Several crackpot, pro-multi- 
racialist organisations, including 
Liberation and the Anti-Apartheid 
Movement, have complained about 
an emormous advertisement in 
Tottenham Court Road promoting 
The Guardian newspaper. 

The advert depicted the evolu- 
tionary process with six naked (but 
organless) figures walking in line; 
the first a squat, ape-like cave man 
and the last an upright human, 
reading — you've guessed — TJhe 
Guardian. The other figures repre- 
sented the various stages of deve- 
lopment in between. 

However, it was not the figures’ 
peculiar lack of genitalia which 
upset the Liberation cranks, but the 
fact that only the Guardian reader 
was identifiably White! All the 
others were of varying hues and 
pigments. This, they suggested, was 
a blatant racialist insult, calculated 
to imply that Negroes resembled 
apes. 


TME extract which we have reproduced trom Ked Weekly, 
paper of the International Marxist Group, reveals how the 
Communists fear the way in which Nationalism is building a 
base amongst ordinary working people. 


The first part of the extract deals 
with the National Party, while the 
second part supposedly deals with 
the National Front. The irony is, 
however, that the passage about 
the NF is in fact based on the front 
page lead article of issue. No.33 of 
Britain First! 

In reality the Front does not have 
the ability to build a base amongst 
ordinary working people because it 
is led by social snobs. Mr. John 
Tyndall declared that he believed in 
“soft soaping the working class’, 
while Tyndall’s reference to the 
working class being the “‘shirking 
class” was proverbial in NF circles 
if only for the fact that Tyndall was 
seen to do so little work himself. 

Although one or two of the more 
intelligent members of the NF’s 
tuling Directorate appreciate in 
theory the need to build a mass 
base amongst people who currently 
support the ‘Left’, their half- 
hearted attempts to do so are 
transparently insincere. Anyone who 
really tries to build such a base is 
branded as a “National Bolshevik”’ 
or a “Racial Trotskyite”’. 

If a Nationalist phrases his views 
in the kind of language used and 
understood by the politically aware 
sections of the working class, 
leading NF members like Tyndall 
and Verrall immediately seize on 
words taken out of context as 
evidence of Communist influences! 

It isnot only the mass of ordinary 
British working people who are 
held in such patronising contempt 
by those now in control of the NF. 

Elitist notions are also displayed 
towards the many decent rank and 
file activists amongst the Front’s 
own membership. To be held in any 
kind of respect at all, Front members 
must either belong to the gaggle of 
sherry-sipping old ladies of both 
sexes to be found grouped around 
John Tyridall, or to the NF’s 
‘enigmatic’ wing — the groupings of 
which we leave to the imagination 
of our readers. 


Both groups have shown an ab- 
ility to discuss unemployment, bad 
housing, and the collapse of the wel- 
fare state in a pseudo-radical manner 
and then to link all the issues to- 
gether by blaming the blacks. Rich- 
ard Lawson of the NP is a past mas- 
ter of this technique: ‘The survival 
of the British people faces a greater 
threat today than it has ever done 
in our nation’s history. The threat 
is international capitalism — a sys- 
tem that has imported foreigners 
to undercut the wages of British 
workers and forced us into the 
Common Market.’ 


The policy of the NF over im- 
port controls shows the same app- 
roach, Their programme for tex- 
tile workers includes: a ban on all 
textile imports; the sacking of all 
black workers and their repatria- 
tion so that British (white) workers 
could be given their jobs; the break- 
ing up of the multi-nationals and 
‘their placing under British control 
with worker participation. Fin- 
ally there should be a drive to kick 
out the existing trade union lead- 
ership, who only support token im- 
port controls and thus once again 
scab on British workers because of 
their internationalism.

of confused ideas’ and being ‘tools 
of International Capitalism’. In fact, 
however, it is groups such as the 
IS who advocate a jumble of 
incoherently expressed, mutually 
contradictory and ludicrously im- 
practical ideas, while in fact serving 
as a safety valve of the Capitalist 
Establishment. 

On examination the apparently 
impressive ideology of the ‘Revolu- 
tionary Left’ turns out to be merely 
a collection of empty phrases and 
meaningless slogans, unable to pose 
any credible alternative to the 
Establishment’s disastrous policies. 

Obviously, it would be fatal to 
the Establishment’s purpose if their 
Leftist tools were to realize this, 
for then their eyes might well be 
opened to their true role. For this 
reason the members of the IS and 
similar groups are under strict 
instructions to avoid at all costs 
debate with British Nationalists. 

It is interesting to note that the 
majority of the controlling com- 
mittee of the IS consists of a clique 
of closely related aliens widely 
suspected, even among the Left, of 
being Zionists.

Why NP must organise inthe Unions

SOME Tories believe that Trade Unions should ‘keep out of 
politics’. According to them trouble is caused when Com- 
munists bring up political issues at Union meetings, instead of 


simply being concerned with 
interests. 

The solution, it is said, is for all 
moderates (i.e. all non-Communists) 
to get together to keep Trade 
Unions ‘non-political’. But how far 
can Trade Unions be ‘non-political’ 
and still look after their members’ 
interests? 

Increasingly, governments are 
looking to Trade Unions to support 
their economic policies. They ask 
for restraint, ‘a year for Britain’ etc. 
and in so doing ask Trade Unionists 
to make political decisions about the 
value of the 1001 varieties of inter- 
nationalist economics. Governments, 
then, involve Trade Unions in 
politics by simply asking for 
approval of a particular economic 
strategy. 

Trade Unionists are affected by 
Government legislation such as the 
Race Relations Acts. If employers 
are forbidden to give preference to 
British workers, then politics are 
being brought into the place of 


looking after their members’ 


work. Trade Unionists can either 
accept or reject such legislation — 
either way political decisions are 
involved. 


NATIONAL INTEREST 


If a Trade Unionist works for a 
multinational corporation then his 
livelihood may be threatened if the 
company decides to switch its 
operations overseas. Where such a 
move would be against the national 
interest, the worker has the right to 
launch a political campaign to get 
the Government to control the 
multinational. 

The local government employee, 
when faced with staff cuts, is 
entitled to pressurise the Govern- 
ment into providing interest free 
loans through municipal banks, 
because it is the burden of debt 
which is forcing a choice between 
higher rates and massive cutbacks 
in staff and expenditure. 


The textile worker must get 
involved in politics if he is to save 
his job, because only tough import 
controls imposed by the Govern- 
ment will safeguard the future of 
his industry. 

All these are cases where political 
decisions affect the very livelihood 
of the British worker. No amount 
of ‘non-political’ effort will save his 
job because whether he stays in 
work depends on what political 
policies are being followed by the 
Governments. A policy of economic 
internationalism, laissez-faire Capi- 
talism and a soft attitude towards 
International Finance will spell 
disaster — the opposite policy 
success. 

Political ideology creeps into 
every important aspect of work. To 
be ‘non-political’ is merely to 
accept the status quo and hence 
give up hope of changing things. In 
addition, the ‘moderate’ who wants 
to keep politics out of Union affairs 
finds himself in the same position 
as the pacifist who thinks he can 
stop wars by refusing to fight. Of 
course he only succeeds in giving 
encouragement to the aggressor. 
The ‘non-political’ Trade Unionist 
does not convince the Communist 


to become ‘non-political’ by steering 
clear of political issues — he simply 
leaves the field open to him so that 
he can get Communist ideology 
adopted as official Union policy. 

The T.U.C. will not stop suppor- 
ting the importation of Chilean 
Communists, nor will it end colla- 
boration with the Government in 
giving preference to Coloured 
immigrants in jobs, even if we argue 
from now until doomsday that 
Trade Unions shouldn’t get involved 
in politics. The only way things will 
change is if it is made clear that 
such things are politically unaccep- 
table to British workers, and that 
they will be actively opposed at 
Union meetings. 


INDEPENDENT LINE NEEDED 


I think I have given some reason 
to believe that a distinction cannot 
be made between ‘simply looking 
after Trade Union members interest’ 
and ‘getting involved in politics’ — 
the former entails the latter. I have 
also suggested that political involve- 
ment is necessary to _ defeat 
Communism.

AT a meeting of the Test and County Cricket Board held at 
Lord’s on 19th February it was agreed to increase the number 
of county championship matches played each year from 20 to 
22 in an effort to improve the standard of English cricket and 


to increase public attendances. 

Nothing however was done to 
eliminate the basic cause of these 
two problems, namely the invasion 
of this, the most English of all 
games, by those whose ancestral 
roots are in the jungles of Africa 
or the festering cities of the Indian 
sub-continent rather than the green 
fields of England where the game 
began. In 1958 there were only 8 
non-Europeans playing in county 
cricket, but since then, as the 
accompanying table shows, that 
number has escalated. 

Recently a number of prominent 
administrators have been voicing 
disquiet at this state of affairs, but 
always the criticism is of overseas 
players rather than specifically Non- 
Europeans.
